possible. Dr. Sangrado declined , because 
lie had written a book to show that if a 
patient died from disease, it was simply be- 
cause the physician had either not bled him 
sutficiently or administered hot draughts in 
sufficient quantities.

If we are 
not permitted to avail our.«elves of the high 
qualities of the negro, and found a superior 
civilization upon him, wliy should we accept 
the civilization which belongs to people in 
general, founded upon the dignity as well a.a 
the usefuluebs of labor? 

The people of tiie North live comfortably; 
more so, indeed, tlian the majority of the 
slaveowners in the South. They educate 
their children, and te.ach them that there is 
no dishonor in employing either their hands 
or their hemls; and I say boldly, even against 
our prejudiCfS, I think they are right in 
that. 

We know fhat tlie turnip crop of Eng 
land is now by far more valuable than any 
other cultivateil by the English, although 
It has become so recently. In regard totbe 
comparative productions of the people of 
the North and of the South, as given by the 
census report, we observe in those common 
to both regions that the widest divergence 
exists in regard to milch cows 

In the North tlie ratio of increase of 
milch cows was slightly in excess of tiie ra- 
tio of increase of population between tbe 
years 1850 and I860. In the .South there 
was an actual deficiency in the ratio above 
stated of 431,501 ! In proportion to the ratio 
of increase of population the chivalrous 
Stats of South Carolina is deficient in milch 
cows, 63,766! As her decadence is far 
greater than that of any otiier State, and 
her deficency in the ratio of milch cows to 
the populatiuii is the greatest, may we not 
suppose that either the deficiency indicated, 
or some cause coincident to it, has been the 
ruin of the State? 

People must drink something. If they 
cannot get milk, naturally they take to whis- 
ky, and we may well lament the result 
The subjoined tables siiow plainly that the 
decrease of milch cows in proportion to the 
population indicates a precarious condition 
of society; and, if it lias not led directly to 
the rebellion, the causes of the decrease of 
mild) cows are coincident and analogous, at 
least, to it. 

In the slave States, tabulated in 1850, 
there was a milch cow to every 3.4 persons. 

I n the free Slates, tabulated, one for every 
3 7 persons. In I860, in the slave Stales, 
one for every 4 persons, and in the free 
States one to every 3 6 persons, or a slight 
gain of the proportionate number of milch 
cows. 

The want of good meadow lands in most of 
the slave States, the poor and insufficient 
quantity of food usually given to milch 
cows, the unsheltered condition in which 
they are kept, and the neglect of them by 
tbe negroes, would make the yield of milk 
less tlian one half per each cow of those in 
the Northern Slates. This appears to be 
shown by the amounts of butter and cheese 
produced: 

Total amount of butter pro- 
duced in ten free States in 

1860 207,790,771 pounds. 

Or about 74 pounds per year for each cow.

1860 53,960,515 pounds. 

Or about 26 pounds per year for each cow.

Let tbein legislate so as 
to increase the number of cows, and think 
no more of the negro. The land, then, in- 
stead of being desolated by war, and the in- 
habitants gaunt with privations and misery, 
will flow literally with milk and honey, as 
in times of yore. 

A census taken now, as recommended by 
his Excellency Mr. Davis, in tbe same man 
ncr as that of bSOO, over tiie districts where 
it miglit be effected, would show plainly the 
waste of war. How many men between tbe 
ages of eighteen and fifty wouM be found 
wanting? Horn many peaceful, industrious 
inhabitants wo:ild be found absent, liaving, 
ihrongli a tiioiLsatid cliannels, lonnd tlieir 
way into the free Siate.s, nctnaily filling uji 
the bouse.s in every part .>1 lliat land, so 
that none are nnlenanled? How many of 
tiie liouses in the region pa-sed over l>y the 
contending armies would now be loiind oc 
copied? How m.any negroes would i»e found 
absent, ready to return with muskets in their 
hands? How many horses, cattle, sheep, 
hogs, <fcc., would be found remaining ? 
What has been tlic produce of our field.s last 
year in cotton, sugar, corn, llour, peas, pota- 
toes, cattle, and bacon, and what amount 
remains uncon.siiined ? 

But above all what progress have we 
made ? Is tlie slave power more secure than 
before we seceded ? Are we in such a con- 
dition as to promise ourselves, even with 
repudiation of all debts, both at home and 
abroad, exemption from duties and iiigli tax 
ation ? Wliat fiave we to hope for. both as 
regard.s slavery, or the prospects of the 
Soutliern Confederacy ?
